Ie is authoritatively stated that the developments occurring st 
Constantinople are vers serious. The appointment of an Adruinistra- 
tion favourable to Angora is an internal matter not concerning out- 
siders, and any demand by Angora to take over the civil administra- 
tion in the occupied zone will be admissible, provided the terms of 
the Mudania Convention are upheld, secoring Allied military 
occupation af thezone. Buta demand for Remialist military occu- 
pation of the zone would be inadmissible by the Allies, as conflicting 
witb the Convention. 

In consequence of the conflicting position at Constantinople, it 
is now thought likely that the Lansanne Conference may be post- 
poned for a week or more. Any further untoward event in Con- 
stancinople might easily create an entirely different situation.
